in all eras have recognized the form-giving 
power of transportation infrastructure. A 
highway or a transit line not only paves a route 
for vehicles, it creates visual connections 
between distant places, it characterizes a 
neighborhood, it promotes some land uses and 
discourages others, and how it is done 
determines the nature of the community around 
it. 


In the BSA Lecture Series on January 20, 
Boston urban designer and architect Rebecca 
Barnes AIA surveys projects now either under 
construction, in planning, or existing as 
twinkles in the eye of the body politic. The 
public’s role in shaping public transportation is 
the focus. Barnes has been involved in major 
public transportation planning and design for 
the past decade in Boston, Seattle, Puerto Rico 
and elsewhere. 


Barnes, who is Director of Architecture and 
Urban Design at Frederic R. Harris Inc. in 
Boston, also co-chaired the BSA’s recent 
transportation-oriented charrette — 
Washington Street Connections — and is 
serving now as Project Manager for the Boston 
2000 Implementation Plan.

New architecture rising 
in the Old Towne 


Designs for two projects soon to be built in 
downtown Boston are on exhibit at The Architects 
Building this month and next. Both projects are on 
complicated urban sites, both will have major 
impacts on their surroundings by force of their sheer 
size, and both contain a complex mix of uses. These 
projects also are interesting examples of 
contemporary high-rise, curtain-wall architecture 
designed without nostalgia for red-brick masonry or 
pointed roofs. And both projects are designed by 
young New York City firms. 





The first, Millennium Place (above), is two 35-story 
towers on a long-vacant site between Tremont and 
Washington Streets at Avery overlooking the 
Common in what lovingly was called the Combat 
Zone. The architect is Gary Edward Handel 
Associates, a recent Kohn Pedersen Fox spin-off, in 
association with CBT of Boston; Millennium 
Partners is the client. 








The second project is a 32-story office tower (bottom 
of column one) at 33 Arch Street between Arch and 
Hawley Streets next to the former Woolworth’s store 
in Downtown Crossing. The architect is Thomas 
Phifer and Partners, a new firm led by architects 
formerly in Richard Meier's office; the client is Frank 
King Associates. 


The exhibit of these two projects includes models 
and drawings with an emphasis on the aesthetics and 
technical detail of high-rise building envelopes. 


The exhibit runs from January 11 through 
February 26 in the Sth-floor gallery in The 
Architects Building, 52 Broad St., Boston with a 
special reception on January 21 (see p. 2).

BSA President Charles Tseckaves FAIA reports regularly 
in this space on actions taken by the BSA Board of 


Directors. 
At recent meetings of the Board: 


@ We endorsed a recommendation presented by 
Todd Lee FAIA and Constance Bodurow AICP/ 
Assoc. AIA, co-chairs of the BSA’s SeaPort Focus 
Team, to urge the appropriate public-sector and 
agencies and private-sector leaders to delay the 
proposed demolition of the old Northern Avenue 
Bridge in Boston until a much more thorough 
exploration of that proposal and alternative proposals 
is conducted. The Board expressed concern about 
the potential loss of an historically significant 
structure and the impact on what is now a wonderful 
ensemble of historic bridges in this area. This effort 
is also being pursued actively by the Historic 
Resources Committee chaired by Henry Moss AIA. 


@ We enthusiastically endorsed the efforts of a new 
BSA Technology Committee to examine in depth the 
impacts of new technologies on the practice of 
architecture beyond CADD. Specifically, the 
Committee is focusing on professional liability issues, 
CADD file exchange issues, copyright issues, 
workplace environmental issues, and a broad range 
of other concerns raised by the ever-escalating 
introduction of new technologies in our businesses.

@ The BSA staff described its wholesale re- 
evaluation of all BSA programs and services in an 
effort to identify more clearly those services that are 
of authentic value to members and other 
constituencies and those that are not.

Goldstein FAIA, developed the new BSA Long- 
Range Plan two years ago. 


@ The work of the AGC/BSA Task Force on 
Recommended Practices in the Building Industry 
was examined with an eye toward increasing the 
impact architects are having on this effort.

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Architects and allies provide 
$33,000 to support public 
education programs 


Seven public education programs in Massachusetts 
received over $33,000 in grants in December from 
the Boston design and construction industry. 
Architects, contractors, engineers, civic leaders and 
allied professionals in Boston’s building industry 
awarded this 14th annual round of grants through 
the Boston Foundation for Architecture to help 
underwrite the costs of public education programs in 
Massachusetts that focus on the built environment 
and environmental awareness. In its relatively brief 
life, the Foundation has distributed over $300,000 in 
support of such programs. 


This year, the Foundation specifically solicited 
proposals for programs that focused on “Investing in 
the Next Generation” and on ways in which 
communities throughout Massachusetts could 
strengthen public awareness and public investment 
in community spaces and community infrastructure. 
Thirty-two proposals were received from 
communities, community groups, and others 
throughout Massachusetts. The Foundation’s Board 
of Trustees made seven grants totaling $33,945. The 
grants are summarized here and include the names 
and telephone numbers of the individuals to call in 
each case for additional details:

James C Hopkins AIA (pictured above 
on the right with his nephew by marriage, 
Jim Crissman FAIA), died on October 28 
at his home in South Dartmouth. 
Hopkins lived in Cambridge for many 
years; he graduated from Harvard in 1938 
and Harvard GSD in 1941. A partner for 
many years in the Boston firm of Kilham 
Hopkins Greeley and Brodie, founded by 
his father, he was also active in the BSA, 
which he served for 17 years as Treasurer. 
His design work included many schools, 
libraries and residences in New England, 
including the New England Conservatory 
of Music, Milton Academy, Browne and 
Nichols School, Woods Hole Oceano- 
graphic Institution and YWCAs in Boston 
and Worcester. During World War II he 
worked at MIT as a research assistant in 
the field of underwater warfare, a period 
that Crissman recalls Hopkins describing 
as “hectic, exciting, worrisome, lonely and 
varied [while] I piloted all types of vessels 
over acoustic ranges, laid buoys and 
cables, equipped and ran the experimental 
laboratory, attended field trials of subma- 
rines, managed an explosive test plant, 
acted as liasion between the laboratory 
and the CNO in Washington, and finally 
ended up at the close of the war running 
acoustic field trials for 15 months at Fort 
Lauderdale.” An avid gardener, Hopkins 
had two greenhouses in South Dartmouth 
where he raised prize-winning camellias. 
He was also an enthusiastic sailor and 
traveller and a ninth-generation descen- 
dent of Stephen Hopkins, a passenger on 
the Mayflower. He is survived by a huge 
and loving family of nephews and nicces. 
A memorial services was held in Novem- 
ber at Mount Auburn Cemetery. Dona- 
tions in Hopkins’ name may be made to 
Milton Academy or to the Boston Foun- 
dation for Architecture.
